Columbus. July 30-rAt 10:30 this morning Adjutant 


General Weybreeht ordered the Fourth and Eighth regi- 
ments, now in camp at Marietta, to report at once in Co- 
lumbus. These regiments are under the command of 
(leneral John ('. Speaks and thev have been participat- 
ing in the maneuvers at Marietta. The Columbus com- 
panies are included in the Fourth regiment. 


It is believed that martial law will be required. Two 


additional regiments are expected to arrive this after- 
noon. The colonels of the First regiment at Cincinnati, 
and the Fifth at Cleveland, have been ordered to get in 
readiness. With the arrival of Fourth and Fifth reg- 
iments there will be about ^.oOO troops here. 


The military yielded to Mayor Marshall this morning 


and assigned W5J) soldiers to do patrol duty throughout 
the city. In the residence district 
two soldiers 
are 


placed to each square, while in the business districts as 
high as ten are on duty in each square .

en, Mrs- Fuller, who is the wife of 
Fred Fuller, a. photographer located 
in the First Xational Bank Building 
and who was 22 years old, and her 
sister. Gertrude, IS, went to 
the 


front upstairs room iu their home to 
clean some clot lung. 
Gasoline was 


used and soon the lumes filled, the 
air. 
A ijas jet was burning in the 


room and as Gertrude lighted a taper 
with which to light another gas jet. 
the explosion occurred and the grrls 
were literally enveloped in flames. 


Th-_- flamed filled the room and 


the girls bullied to put out the fire 
that had

They screamed for help and strug- 
gled to reach an exit, and while they 
were successful in escaping from the

Mrs. Fuller died in horrible agony, 


but the opiates given her sister quiet- 
ed her and relieved her sufferings. 
She passed a fairly quiet night and 
at times this mornir.'g she was con- 
scious and able to ask for water. To 
Mr. Montgomery, of the Sanitarium 
staff, she said that while she 
-wa3 


carrying the taper to light the other 
gas jet, the explosion occurred. The 
flames filled the room all at once 
and their clothing was ablaze in a 
seccud. 


The young 
woman 
inhaled 
the 


flames and her mouth and throat are 
burned and she probably took 
the 


flames into her lungs. 
The entire 


surface of her body is blistered asiJ- 
3n some manner her feet were scald- 
ed. The attendants do not think she 
can survive the day.
